GERMANS SWEPT BACK. TWO 
MILES FROM | “SOUTHEAST ‘OF 


ALBERT TO NEAR GRANDCOURT 


Numerous Guns Captured—Disaster to German Arms One 
of Greatest Sustained—Steady Progress Being Made 
Along Road from Albert to Bapaume. 


London, Aug.'23.—General Byng’s attacks of the past two days are regarded 
here as of having been a great success, although the enemy tried tactics of 
withdrawal in order to avold battle... But the Germans lost more than 35,000 
prisoners, besides numbers In killed and wounded, and the total British cas- 
ualtles, according to the latest records, have been well below the number of 
German prisoners. a 

London, Aug. 23.—The town of Achlet-le-Grand has been captured by the 


British, and also Bihucourt, Just to the southeast of Achiet-le-Grand and about 
two and a half miles from the railroad junction of Bapaume. 


Paris, Aug. 23—The French troops in their fighting Friday crossed the 
Divette river In the region of Evricourt and made progress to the east of 
‘Bagneux and to the west of Crecy-au-Mont, lying north of Soissons, according 
to the official communication issued ’this evening. 


London, Aug. 23.—On a front of about six miles from the southeast of 
Albert to the neighborhood of Grandcourt, east of the Ancre river, the British 
have pushed forward and gained ground after heavy fighting, says Field Mar- 
shal Halg’s communication from headquarters tonight. South of Grandcourt 
a German counterattack was repulsed. 


The advance of the British was to a depth of two miles and large numbers 
‘of guns were taken. Five villages to the north of Achlet-le-Grand were occu- 
pled, and the British pressed on eastward from them, says General Hailg’s 
‘statement issued tonight. . 


- With the British army in France, Aug. 23—British armies this evening 
are vigorously following up their success today, which apparently has been one 
of the most disastrous ever experienced by the Germans. 

The Germans have lost wide stretches of ground and numerous towns. 
‘The British have taken thousands of prisoners and large quantities of guns 
and materials. 


To the south of Miraumont, the British have crossed the Ancre river and 
have started in the general direction of Courcelette. Already Field Marshal 
Haig’s troops are reported southeast of Grandcourt. 


The British have reached Hamelincourt and are pushing toward Ervillers, 
St. Leger and Croisille. 


. -The British troops seem_to ,be progressing well up the roid from Albert to 
Bapaume. South of the Somme, three officers and fifteen hundred of other 


ranks have been taken prisoners by the British. 


ADVANCE ON 30-MILH FRONT 


London, Aug. 23.—The following 
Official communication dealing with 
the operations on the western front, 
supplementing Field Marshal Haig's 
communication wag issued tonight: 

“During the day our troops have 
pressed their attacks successfully and 
on a front of more than thirty miles 
South of the 
Somme, English, Scottish, and Austra- 
lian troops attacking at 4.05, carried 
the villages of Herleville, Chuignes 
and Chtignolles, together - with the

RESERVES BEING MOWED DOWN 


With the British army in France, 
Aug. 23.-—Victorious -on -a front of 
twenty-three miles, extending. from 
the Cojeul river on the north, across 
the Ancre.and*Somme rivers, almost 
to Lihon; the third and fourth British 
armies, under Generals Byng and 
Rawlinson, at mid-afternoon were vig- 
orously following up their successes 
of today, which apparently has been 
one of the most disastrous days ever 
experienced by the Germans. 

The enemy has lost wide stretches 
of ground, numerous towns, thousands 
of men made prisoners and * large 
quantities of materials and guns. He 
also again has had heavy casualties. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria 
the German commander, has thrown 
his men before the advancing British 
armies in an effort to stave the inev- 
itable, but only to have them mowed 
down again and again by storms of 
metal which were hurled from the 
British guns. An entire enemy bat- 
talion was annfhiliated during the 
fighting. 

With all the flerce fighting and not- 
withstanding the fact that the British 
‘at many places have fought over open 
ground against an enemy protected 
in “pot holes” and strong points of 
other kinds, the British losses every- 
where seem to have been light. This 
probably is due to the confusion the 
Germans ‘find behind their lines, as 
they are fighting a losing battle which 
for thent hourly grows more disas- 
trous. 

Crown Prince Rupprecht today had 
strengthened his line at many places, 
but this, instead of stopping the Brit- 
ish simply meant that the Germans 
suffered bigger losses.

Here also ;,many 
prisoners were taken by us and dur- 
ing the remainder of the day our 
troops have made progress to the east

“Meanwhile in the right centre of

‘MARRIED CITIZENS. 
OF US. NHN 


THOSE WEDDED BEFORE JUNE 6, 
1917, ARE NOT UNDER . 
. AMERICAN? DRAFT. © 


Calgary, Aug. 22—For the first 
time it has been made clear in a pub- 
lic announcement that married Amer- 
ican citizens who are in Canada and 
who were married prior to June 6, 
1917, do not come under the terms 


of the American draft. United 
States Consul Clum’s office gave out 
this information today. 


The technical explanation of this 
ruling is conveyed to the American 
consulate here by a telegram sent by 
Secretary Lansing and in answer to 
inquiries from Consul Clum. The 
Lansing telegram reads as follows: 


“American citizens in Canada are 
not understood by the department to 
be affected by the terms ‘of the con- 
vention until the Canadians in the 
same status become lable, whereupon 
the thirty day period prescribed by 
the convention applies to American 
citizens.” 

The word “convention” in this sense 
refers to the treaty between the two 
countries affecting men subject to 
military duties. This ruling puts the 
married citizens of the United States 
in the same category as Canadians, in 
that they will not be forced into mili- 
tary service until Canadians ,in the 
same status are called upon by the 
Canadian government. 

It was also learned from the Amer- 
ican consulate that all American citi- 
zens in Canada who reached the age 
of twenty-one years since June 5, 1918 
will be compelled to register for milli- 
tary service on August 24. 

It is explained that Americans in 
Canada who came under the status 
proclaimed for this registration will 
be given thirty days in which to regis- 
ter or return to the United States, and 
that failing to do so they will become 
subject to the Military Service Act of 
Canada. 

Persons desiring to register should 
go to the American consulate, it is ex- 
plained.

DUCK SEASON WILL OPEN ON 
LABOR DAY. 


Although the season for ducks and 
geese should open on September 1, 
the provincial game warden points 
out that it will really be Monday, 
September 2, which is Labor Day, be- 
fore nimrods can legally open their 
This is caused by Sep- 
tember 1 being a Sunday, and the act 
provides that no hunting or shooting 
is to take place on.a Sabbath day. 

The senszon for grouse opens on 
October 1 and extends to the end of 
the month. Ten a day is the bag 
limit, and the game warden reminds 
sportsmen that they cannot shoot 
more than ten of these birds in one 
day, no matter what kinds they may 
be. The sale or trafficing in game 
birds ig prohibited before September 
20 and will close on March 1.

BEAUTIFUL RED 


MILITARY NOTES 


‘ DEER GARDENS Alpheus bree son of B. Pye, of Horn 


The activities of the Red Deer 
Horticultural Society for 1918 reached 
their climax last week with the hold- 
ing of the annual exhibition in the 
Armouries; following on the judging 
of the gardens and grounds entered in 
the competition for the prizes offered 
for the best kept grounds, flowers in 
beds and borders and vegetable gar- 
dens, the judges being Mr. W. R. 
Reader and Major Oxley, of Calgary. 
The exhibition was pretty much the 
same as in former years, showing the 
wealth of splendidly grown vegetables 
and beautiful flowers which visitors 
now expect to find at Red Deer. The 
wider floor area and stage at the Arm- 
ourles enabled these to be displayed 
to greater advantage than was possi- 
ble in the buildings where previous 
shows have been held. 

But it was not the intention of the 
writer to give a report of the exhibi- 
tion or to name the prize winners in 
this or in the garden competition—the 
editor will no doubt have taken care 
of that in another column. 

It was wished to call attention to 
a beautiful garden which seemed to 
invite special notice. Red Deer is 
rich in lovely .and well kept home 
gardens, many of them not entered in 
the competition for prizes—amongst 
these the little paradise of His Honor 
Judge Lees perhaps stands pre-emi- 
nent, and in the competition Messrs. 
A. T. Stephenson and T. S. Miller 
have offered for inspection grounds 
that would do credit to any town 
within the limits of the dominion. 
But in these cases the terrain itself 
offered certain advantages in extent 
and picturesquesness which have 
been ably exploited. Mr. Stephenson’s 
pretty brook-side terraces, with their 
shapely slopes and noble forest trees 
are a case‘in point. But it remained 
for Mr. E. A. Bonnick to demorstrete 
the possibilities contained within the 
limit of a couple of ordinary Red Deer 
25 foot lots. . 

It is possible to imagine that a citi- 
zen walking along Addison Avenue 
and anxiously studying the financing 
of a stock of fuel for the winter miyht. 
pass Mr. Bonnick’s garden’ without 
noticing {t. But assuming thar the 
coal is in the cellar and paid for, the 
pedestrian could not pass this garden 
without stopping. The effect is 
striking, even arresting. The front 
porch -is decorated to the Hmit with 
its nasturtiums, wild cucumber and 
Virginian creeper. The lawn is a 
carpet of vivid green plush, and the 
flower border at the side of the house 
every ‘inch is filled with a display of 
beautiful flowers arranged in tiers, 
from pansies, African daisies, and 
Alysium in front to the larger dahlias 
and asters and the high hedge of 
luxuriant sweet peas behind. The 
whdle present a ‘coup d’cil’—to use 
a French phrase which means that it 
‘strikes the eye’—which is superb. 

One naturally would wish to make 
a closer inspection, and here it may 
be said that ag a general rule an ad- 
mirer need have no hesitation is ask- 
ing to be allowed to see a garden, as 
most people who do good work in 
their gardens are only too glad to 
have them appreciated. They love 
their gardens and like others to ad- 
mire them. (The writer asks friends 
to view his garden from a distance— 
but that is for fear a closer inspection 
would reveal the many weeds and im- 
perfections). And Mr, Bonnick’s gar- 
den well repays full examination. 

The visitor who passes to the back 
of the house finds the back porch hid- 
den in a splendid curtain of wild cu- 
cumber and another flower border 
resplendent with snapdragon, petunia, 
nasturtiums, and sweet peas, all well 
kept and flourishing like the prover- 
bial green bay tree. And the vege- 
table patch! Here are all the most 
useful plants each perfect of its kind 
and following earlier crops in space 
saving rotation, and the whole s0 
clean and absolutely free from weeds, 
and not one inch of unused _ space. 
Everything combines to show that the 
Adam of this Eden is undoubtedly one 
of Red Deer’s most successful expert 
horticulturalists. And this too, is not 
the result of years of cumulative im- 
provement, the whole splendid effect 
having been accomplished in one 
season, as Mr. Bonnick only rented 
the place within the year. 

The remark has been made that this 
ig the best garden in town. We have 
not seen all, so cannot say, but it is 
certainly splendid and citizens should 
try to see it.

Sweden also agrees to license the 
export to the allied governments of 
wood pulp, paper, iron, steel, etc., and

GIVES GLOWING ACCOUNT OF 
FIGHTING QUALITIES OF 
CANDAIAN BOYS. - { 


Premier’ Chas. Stewart was the 
guest last Wednesday. at a luncheon 
of the Calgary Canadian Club at the' 
Palliser Hotel, and gave an interest-' 
ing address upon his recent visit to 
England and France. His observar 
tions were followed with rapt atten- 
tion and a deep hush fell upon his 
Yarge audience when he remarked 
that he had gone over to devastated 
France hoping that the many things 
he had heard about the Germans 
were not true. . 

“I was bound to be somewhat ‘un- 
biased until I had absolute proof’ he 
exclaimed: “but I: got. proof beyond 
the question of all doubt, and .while 
I will not say that the Germans 
should be exterminated as a nation, 
yet Germany must have the idea of 
rule by might entirely eradicated, 
and in my opinion the only way this 
can be done fs to victoriously defeat 
the German army,” a sentiment which 
was applauded to the echo. 

“It is useless to blame kalserism 
and autocracy,” safd- the premier, 
“because the most virulent Socialist 
and extreme democrat is indelibly 
bound up with the army and is pre- 

pared to fight to a finfish.”

Referring to the condition of things 
in England, Premier Stewart said that 
the first impression one -received in 
London was that there appeared to

places everywhere.” 


BROUGHT HOMBP VIVIDLY, 


Referring to his visit to the grand 
fleet, Mr. Stewart said that this 
brought home to one very vividly 
how it was possible to travel across 
the Atlantic ocean with the maximum 
of safety. 

“The fleet hag been up in those 
northern -waters for four years,” he 
sald “patiently watching that the 
German fieet shall not get into the 
open or that raiders should not cause 
damage; and in this connection I 
think that special mention should 
be made of the fishing fleets admin- 
istered by the navy for all sorts of 
patrol work. They are a wonderful 
body of men ar‘ go cheerfully about 


ing of their own personal safety and 
taking all sorts of chances in order 
that the channels may be kept clear 
of mines laid at night by enemy sub- 
marines.” 

The force of men who volunteered 
for service on the submarines struck 
one as being perhaps the most _ cour- 
ageous-of any of the service, re: 
marked the speaker, who visited one 
of these craft and examined it min- 
utely. Strange to say, there were 
more volunteers for that service than 
the authorities were able to accept.

London, Aug. 21.—The following 
are the. July mer<antile ania all 
gross tons: 

British, 176,479; allied and “neutral, 
136,532. Total, 313,011. 

Compared with the adjusted June 
losses, these figures show a British 
increase of 10,965 tons and an allied 
and neutral increase of 10,552 tons. 

Compared with the adjusted May 
losses, they show a British decrease 
of 55,301 and an allied and neutral in- 
crease of 3,829 tons. 

Compared with July, 1917, the com- 
bined British, allied and neutral de- 
crease is 262,938 tons. 

The British*losses during July ex- 
ceeded building figures in the United 
Kingdom yards by 34,631 tons. But 
during, the same month a total of 
12,220 tons was completed on Britisa 
account, reducing the July deficit to 
22,311 tons, a8 compared with the 
average monthly deficit during the 
first six months of this year of nearly 
90,000 tons. 

The sailings to and from Great 
Britain during July were more nu- 
merous than ever, being 7,718,898 
gross tons for steamships exceeding 
500 tons, representing an increase of 
288,512, compared with June.-

‘WHEN GHILDREN ARE 
BRADY 


By H. ADDINGTON BRUCE.

Much harm has been done in the 
past—and is being done today— 
through ignorance of the fact that 
misconduct by children {s often a sym- 
ptom, not of wilful -naughtiness, but 
of ill. health. Parents and teachers 
are gradually gaining appreciation of 
this important truth. But it is still 
by no means as generally appreciat- 
ed as it ought to be. 

When, for example, a child is lazy 
and inattentive in school, and lags 


|.constantly behind his mates, his lazi- 


ness may be a most significant danger 
signal. . 

Sometimes on being given a care- 
ful medical examination, it will be 
found that he is lazy because his 
mind is constitutionally inferior. He 
fs in some degree a born defective, 
and ought to receive special training 
as a feeble minded child. 

More frequently laziness is found 
resultant, not from congenial, but 
from acquired and curable defects, 

_ Physical -mal-nutrition is a frequent 
cause of it. If the lazy child is puny 
and anaemic he should be given 
plenty of nourishing food and exer- 
cise in the open air. Only thug can 
his brain receive the blood supply it 
requires to enable him to concentrate 
his thoughts on his studies without 
quickly’ becoming fatigued. 

Laziness, again, may be a danger 
signal pointing to unsuspected eye 
strain, ear trouble, or nose disease. 
Or it may be the result of tooth de- 
cay. 

Eye strain, ear trouble, nose dis- 
ease, and tooth decay may also give 
risa to restlessness and irritability. 
A child who habitually interferes 
with the discipline of the classroom 
by his inability to keep quiet, and by 
his quarrelsome disposition, ought to 
to be examined most carefully with 
reference to the condition of his eyes, 
ears, nose and mouth. 

If the state of these organs is un- 
satisfactory, nervous disease may be 
responsible for the restlessnes. Fre- 
quent coughing, grimacing giggling, 
shuffling, sniffing, should be regarded 
with suspicion, as perhaps testifying 
to a nervous condition palling for 
medical attention. 

Persistent untruthfulness is some- 
times—in fact,-often—likewise symp- 
tomatic of nervous disorder. There 
are many children who tell or act the 
most outrageous lies, not from con- 
scious intention to deceive, but be- 
cause they are under the influence of 
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a hysterical obsession, 

-Cowardice is° at times another seri- 
ous: danger. signal, -A’ child. chronic- 
ally~ nervous, bashful and cowardly, 
is extremely, likely to have a hysteri- 
cal. streak in his make-up. ; 

Ridicule and punishment. will. not, 
cure such a. child. What he needs 
is sympathetic training to develop 
will power and self-control. 

Also, all cowardly children, whether 
of a hysterical tendency or not, are 
in extra need of good food and out- 
door exercise. Their courage is like- 
ly to grow in proportion to their 
growth in bodily vigor and strength. 

Such are some of the commonest 
danger signals of childhood. Dis- 
regard of them may mean life-long un- 
happiness and ill-health, whereas, 


if they are heeded, both parent and|- 


child will be spared needless suffer- 
ing. 

Parents, in short, cannot go far 
wrong if they regard every abormal- 
ity in their children’s behaviour as in- 
dicative of some mental or physical 
condition which should be ascertained 
without delay.

ENTIRE FISHING 
“ FLEET DESTROYED 
BY THE TRIUMPH 


CAPTURED TRAWLER SEIZES 
MANY VESSELS OFF GRAND 
BANKS 


Montreal, Aug. 22.—Practically the 
entire fleet of the Maritime Fish 
Corporation hag been destroyed by 
the trawler Triumph, which was cap- 
tured by a German submarine and 
armed, according to reports to the 
company’s Office here today. The 
fleet was operating off the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland. It was com- 
posed of boats of both Canadian and 
American registry. 

A Canadian Atlantic Port, Aug. 22. 
—Sixteen of the crew of the fishing 
schooner Dela Garde have landed at 
Gabarus, C.B., reporting that their 
vessel was sunk off the banks by a 
submarine. One of the men is in- 
jured. A dory containing three men 
is missing. 

A power dory containing Capt. Jeff 
Thomas, master of the Gloucester 
fishing schooner Sylvania, and two of 
his crew, arrived here last evening 
reporting that their vessel had been 
sunk by the armed trawler Triumph 
at 6.30 o'clock yesterday morning off 
the Canadian coast. The remainder 
of the crew of the schooner, 19 men 
and a boy, have not yet been reported 
but Capt. Thomas believes that they 
have landed safely at some small fish- 
ing village on the Cape Breton coast. 

Capt. Thomas said that he sighted 
the trawler about 5 o’clock and had 
no suspicions of her until she came 
alongside and her commander order- 
ed him to leave his ship and be quick 
about it. He and his men at once 
took to the dories. Meanwhile the 
Germans placed bombs on the schoon- 
er and ten minutes later there was 
an explosion and the vessel sank. As 
the men rowed away they saw, about 
two miles to the eastward a_ large 
submarine on the surface.

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ALIENS AND ENEMIES. 


The thought that Canadians are 
laying down their lives at the front 
while aliens, some-of them enemies, 
arg enriching themselves at home, 
largely at the expense of the soldiers’ 
own comrades and families, says the 
Mail and Empire, is not a pleasant 
one. It is not a situation that can 
be defended, and one should be as- 
hamed to attempt its defence. That 
Canadian industry would be seriously 
affected if all alien enemies were in- 
terned has been frequently stated, for 
many of these enemies are engaged 
at work that is necessary to the 
winning of the war. Ags a general 
proposition it is true with regard to 
enemy aliens that they are better 
kept at useful work than penned up 
in an internment camp, so ‘long as 
they have no opportunity for mis- 
chief. It is not plain why, as they 
refuse to fight for Canada, they should 
not be compelled to make sacrifices 
for the country in which they pros- 
per, and if a certain percentage of 
their wages was deducted and handed 
over to war charities substantial just- 
ice would be done all round. 


Aliens of neutral countries have 
rights that the belligerent country of 
their residence is bound to respect, 
but those who are simply exploiting 
this country, and who, in war-time 
are regarded as undesirable citizens, 
might be deported now or after the 
war. This applies also to citizens of 
countries that are recognized as Al- 
lies, though not particularly active 
Allies. All these foreigners who can- 
not be forced to serve in the Cana- 
dian army, or, for lack of treaties, re- 
turned to their own country to per- 
form military duties, ought to be 
warned that when the war ends and 
the new immigration laws are enact- 
ed, their case will be specifically 
dealt with. They ought to have their 
choice of showing some gratitude to 
the country that is sheltering them 
and helping them along the road to 
affluence, or of being sent out of it 
after the war. A man who in time 
of war will neither fight for the 
country that shelters him nor help 
its military effort by work or money 
is a detriment to it, and, despite na- 
‘turalization oaths, is a useless citizen. 
Canada has too many foreigners of 
this type.

MOSES VERSUS THE POPE. 


At a recent Roman Catholic feast 
in Philadelphia, says the Sentinel, his 
Eminence James Cardinal Gibbons 
responded to the toast: “Our holy 
father and our country.” The Pope 
was placed before the Uriited States. 
In speaking of the war and the posi- 
tion which the Pope occupies, Cardi- 
nal Gibbons is reported to have said: 
“There is one majestic figure that 
looms up above all others—one majes- 
tic figure commands our sympathy 
and our admiration, and that figure 
‘ig Benedict XV. I see him now in 
spirit wth uplifted hand like Moses

on the mountain, praying for his chil- 
dren on both sides.” 

If it is true that the Pope is pray- 
ing for both sides—and Cardinal Gib- 
bons should know—it is not proper 
to compare him with Moses on the 
mountain. Moses prayed for victory 
for the Israelites only, and while he 
held up his hands in prayer Israel 
prevailed. The Pope evidently is 
praying for both Israel and the Amale- 
kites. We are not informed as to 
the nature of his prayer on behalf of 
the modern Amalekites. If it is a 
prayer that they be convinced of their 
sin and brought to their knees the 
Pope may be spending his time in a 
worthy cause, but circumstances lead 
to the suspicion that they are other- 
wise. Moses was a patriot, and he 
prayed and worked for the triumph of 
righteousness, He was not neutral 
between right and wrong. Israel won 
the battle. She will win again. 


MAKE THEM SUFFER 


On one point at least the peace 
terms of ‘the Allies remain vague and 
unsatisfactory. No spokesman for 
our cause has given any hint as to 
what is to be the policy of the En- 
tente Powers with regard to the 
kaiser, the Crown Prince, Tirpitz, 
and other German leaders who are 
particularly responsible for the be- 


ginning of the war and for the mur- 
ders and barbarities that have dis- 
tinguished it from other wars in mo- 
dern times. Yet there is no point 
upon which general public opinion 
is more unanimous. The nations 
that are opposed to Germany, apart 
from their kings, presidents and mili- 
tary leaders, believe that the kaiser, 
Tirpitz and others ought to be made 
to suffer in their own bodies, not only 
as a punishment for the crimes they 
have committed, but as a warning to 
others. What the Allied peoples 
would like to see at the end of the 
war is an international court before 
which the kaiser and his immediate 
accomplices and advisers should be 
cited and brought to trial for their 
crimes, and if convicted upon unim- 
peachable evidence, either hanged or 
punished in some other suitable man- 
ner. If this is not done, if the war 
ends and leaves the kaiser and his 
group either the rulers of Prussia 
or in the postion of fabulously 
wealthy and dignified private gentle- 
men, it will end unsatisfactorily. 

We never had much patience with 
the cry that the Allies are not fight- 
ing the German people, but autoc- 
racy and militarism and some other 
evil abstractions. As far as we care 
to go in the matter of separating the 
German nation from its rulers is to 
suppose that we are in the position 
of a sheriff's posse that is seeking 
an outlaw, or a band of outlaws. This 
band, consisting of the kaiser and 
his accomplices, is being defended by 
the German nation. We are fight- 
ing the German nation in order that 
we may lay hands on this outlaw 
band and recover the plunder that 
it has seized. But having at tre- 
mendous sacrifice overcome the op- 
position of the nation that is harbor- 
ing the outlaws, and got hold of the 
fugitives from international justice 
what are we going to do with them? 
Surely we are not going to hand them 
back without trial to those who have 
protected them! Unless we are hyp- 
ocrites and believe at heart that the 
kaiser is simply playing a game with 
us, and that after it 1s over we shou!d 
like magnanunous winners, shake h-s 
hand anl compliment hin on having 
put up a good fight, we must make it 
elear now that the ka‘ser is not to uc 
treated diffcrent'y fron; any othar 
accus2d criminal. “he German oneu- 
ple will fight no harder for knowing 
what are our intentions regarding the 
kaiser, and a_ definite statement 
would thrill every soldier in the arm- 
jes of the Allies and bring comfort 
to every heart that mourns a loved 
one.

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measure to lack of advertising. 
‘Although there’ was a good attend- 
ance of citizens and splendid exhibits 
still there was nothing like the in-

have been. There is not a place in 
Alberta today that could put up such 
an exhibit. It “was marvellous, es- 
pecially in vegetables. Red Deer is 
not only the banner grain growing 
and live stock district of this great 
province, but’ its vegetables and flow- 
erg will surpass anything shown in the 
province.

THE CANADIAN SPIRIT. 


London Evening Standard: There is 
no mistaking it, for it is a pungent 
spirit. 

The Hun knows it: he sniffs it from 
afar—and doubles his outposts. “Les 
civiles” welcome it, and put their 
prices up; nevertheless, they sleep 
sounder in their beds. The young 
women of France fall for it; ‘“Beau- 
coup brigands,” they say, and suc- 
cumb with a giggle. 

No individual or unit possesses all 
of it, but each has some of it; it is 
found in its full fruitfulness only ‘in 
the corps as a whole. Like a cock- 
tail, it is compounded of many 
flavors. 

It has an all-British base; the tang 
of the Atlantic is in it! the Maritime 
provinces gave it the hardiness and 
health of those who go down to the 
sea in ships; Quebec contributes a 
touch of the Gallic verve; Ontario bal- 
lasts it with the soberness and judg- 
ment; Manitoba and the prairie prov- 
inces lend it spaciousness; bracing 
airs from the mountains, forests and 
streams of British Columbia blow in 
it; it is tempered wth the toughness 
of the pioneer and the endurarics of 
the prospector. - 

It is the spirit of independence and 
self-reliance; it is resourceful; it 
rises to each and any occasion, and 
feeds on emergencies. It shines 
through scenes of squalor; mud and 
misery cannot dim it nor pain sub- 
due it. Frightfulness intimidates it 
not. 

It is obstinately cheerful, and if— 
like its buttons—it is not always 
highly polished, it is kind and breez- 
fly courteous; as witness an allied

COMMISSIONERS’ RHPORT. 


The Commissioners brought in the 
following report. 
The Council, City of Red Deer, 


Gentlemen.—We submit our regular 
report as follows: 

We sola to Mitchell, Langell & 
Allen, Edmonton, 1500 feet cast fron 
6 inch pipe and 300 ft 8 inch at $65.00 
per ton F.0.B., Red Decr. We have 
received payment of $2081.33 which 
has been deposited in the debenture 
balance account in Savings Bank. 
Later this will be. allocated — to the 
proper accounts. 

It was necessary to have the 
Treasury Bills reprinted and counter- 
signed by the Chairman-of the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners. This 
was done promptly and we trust the 
deal will be completed this week and 
the money received for them. 

Foreman Jones finished putting up 
hay for the City teams. From tke 
Exhibition grounds we got two loads, 
from the cemetery and Gaetz Park 
two loads, from Englewood 21 loads 
of good timothy which has been stack- 
ed there, and for our share of wild 
hay on Hillsboro about 12 tons which 
is stacked there. This should be suffi- 
cient to feed the teams for a year. 
The total expenditures on this work 
was $110.05 and we estimate the hay 
ig worth nearly $700.00. 

Fire Chief Taylor was kicked by 
one of the‘horses and. has been laid 
up for three weeks. He is back on 
duty again. 

- The water ‘connection on Poplar 
Road has been installed. The appli- 
cants supplied the pipe and the City 
installed the connections as agreed. 
One inch pipe was used which should 
give enough water for the houses on 
that street though the pressure will 
be less than in other parts of the 
system. 

The police work at the Exhibition 
was the best we have ever had. 
Though there were larger crowds in 
Red Deer than ever before, no crimes 
or accidents were reported, and the 
crooks who were here tared not at- 
tempt to operate, they were watched 
so closely. On behalf of the City, we 
tendered thanks to Inspector Hisk 
and his staff for their efficient work. 
The City police also did their work 
in an excellent manner. 

Foreman Jones has been repairing 
some leaks in water mains. When 
this is completed he will attend to 
several jobs that have been held over; 
such as cutting weeds on streets, 
cleaning up debris at Spiers’ barn, 
fixing holes in gutters and sidewalks 
and we will also attend to some 
grading of streets that need attention 
particularly 1 st. North and 5th St. 
S.E., Parkvale. 

Poundkeeper Reighley has inform- 
ed us that he could not undertake to 
keep the pound on the present sched- 
ule of fees for feed. We have had a 
by-law prepared amending the sched- 
ule of fees which we submit for your 
consideration. 

We submit a by-law to authorize 
the levying of a business assessment 
for 1919. 

We submit departmental reports for 
July. 

We submit statement of receipts 
and disbursements for July. 

We submit accounts for your auth- 
orization to pay.

The statement of the revenue and 
expenditure of the Memorial Hospital 
for July, 1918, showed a revenue of 
$1,554.90 for the month. There was 
an excess of revenue over expenditure 
of $535.68. 

Reports from the Chief of Police 
and the M.H.O. showed that there 
were no contagious or infectious dis- 
eases now in the city. The reports 
were received and filed. 

A by-law amending the pound by- 
law was passed. The fees now are 
one dollar per animal up to four, after 
that 75c per head, except a colt, calf, 
sheep or goat, which will be 60c each 
unless these animals are sucking the 
mother. 

Moved by Aldermen Day and Stone 
that a grant of fifteen dollars be made 
towards the vacant lots competition 
of the Red Deer Horticultural Society 
for 1918, on condition that this society 
gave an equal amount. Carried. 

Mr. Rutledge said he was present 
to discuss the question with the Coun- 
cil and try to arrive at some agree- 
ment with the members. ~ 

The Mayor informed Mr. Rutledge 
that the whole matter in a nut shell 
was that while the City had been 
anxious to complete some agreement 
with him, he had neglected the mat- 
ter and the blame was his if nothing 
had been done. 

The solicitor read correspondence 
which showed that the City asked Mr. 
Rutledge to. sign an agreement in 
1917, as they did Mr. Malcolm. No 
answer was received from him until 
April. 1918. The cost of material 
had greatly increased and labor was 
almost impossible to get, and the 
same arrangements could not now be 
made a8 a year ago. 

Mr. Rutledge desired to know if 
the Council were willing to make 
him a grant of four hundred dollars 
if he would undertake to complete 
the work himself. 

Ald. Lord thought he voiced the 
sentiment of the Council when he said 
they did not wish to do him an injust- 
ice, and if he would build a creditable 
and safe wall they would meet him 
half way, and help him to the extent 
of four hundred dollars, provided a 
proper contract was signed. 

Mr. Rutledge said he was willing to 
do this. 

A motion introduced by Ald. Lord 
and Campbell was passed offering to 
settle with Mr. Rutledge on _ this 
basis, after which the Council adjourn- 
ed at 9.45.

‘GRIM STARVATION

ALLIED INTERVENTION COMES 
AT RIGHT MOMENT TO PRE-° 
VENT FEARFUL TRAGEDY 


London, Aug. 23.—Intervention in 
Russiaz comes on the heels of inform- 
ation to the Allied powers that before 
next summer 200,000,000 people would 
die in European and Asiatic Russia 
if the terrible conditions prevailing 
were allowed to continue. 

This estimate was given the Allies 


.|/by men officially described as “good 


judges.” Starvation, cholera and 
other diseases arising from bad san- 
itation and malnutrition, and slaugh- 
ter of conflicting groups of Russians, 
were the causes that would take the 
terrible toll of human life, according 
to the information furnished the 
Allies. 

These figures were in the hands 
of the Allied diplomats before the Al- 
lied warships and troops were sent'td 
the Murman coast, and of course be- 
fore the decision for intervention in 
Siberia. According to the British 
view, while Allied intervention will 
thus be a mercy expedition, the Al- 
lies will be in a most favorable posi- 
tion with the Russian millions if, 
by some sort of organization, they can 
bring relief to the people, after the 
chaos that the Germans and their 
tools among the Bolsheviki stirred 
up. 


TIME IS OPPORTUNE 


In this connection it should be re- 
membered that the Allies and the 
Murman council provides that the 
people are to be furnished with food 
and financial assistance from Allied 
countries. Intervention therefore 
comes at the psychological moment, 
according to the view taken in Brit- 
ish circles. The time could hardly 
have been more opportune. a 

Suffering, and sick of the fight for 
a mere existence, that the made-in- 
Germany disorganization hag brought 
them, the people of Russia are repre- 
sented as ready for almost anything 
that resembles order and organiza- 
tion. If the Allies are able to set up 
order and help the Russian millions 
get food, a long step toward the re- 
establishment of a battle line in the 
east will be taken. 

And with the swinging of the 
“odds’ from the Central Powers to 
the Allied Powers, Germany now 
stands to lose in far greater degree 
than the Allies, by any diversion from 
the main show in the West. The Al- 
lies, the London Times pointed out, 
“go in as friends of the Russian peo- 
ple, and it is for the Russian people 
to choose what government they will 
have.” 


CZECHOSLOVAKS’ PART 


Intervention in Russia has been 
made possible by the 100,000 Czecho- 
slovak soldiers who have occupied 
more than 2,500 miles of the Trans- 
Siberian railway from Pensa, in the 
heart of European“Russia, to Lake 
Baigal, in Siberia. The Czechoslov- 
aks, whose aid to the Allied cause is, 
the Times says, “as yet but imper- 
fectly appreciated by Allied opinion” 
are men who were forcibly drawn by 
the Hapsburgs to fight Russia. . On 
many occasions they refused to fight 
those whose cause they recognised 
as their own and large numbers went 
over to the Russian ranks, particular- 
ly after the revolution. 

When the Bolsheviki rule sent con- 
ditions from bad to worse the Czecho- 
slovaks kept up their \reanization 
and still nourished their‘ hope to be 
of service against the German mas- 
ters. They soon found they could, 
serve by setting themselves counter 
to the German schemes of penetration 
and exploitation in European Russia. 
They did that. And then they spread 
their organziation eastward helping 
the people in local districts and ex- 
tending their power until it now 
forms the groundwork for Allied aid 
tor Russia. 
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FOCH HAS WEDGE 
BETWEEN GERMAN 
ARMIES ON OISE 


FRENCH NOW IN POSSESSION OF 
- WHOLE LINE OF AILETTE 
RIVER. 


London, Aug. 22.—The French army 
under command of Gen. Mangin, in 
its attack on the Oise front today 
has reached the line of the Ailette 
river, according to reports reaching 
London this afternoon. 

The possession by the French of 
the whole line of the Ailette, accord- 
ing to London military experts means 
that Marshal Foch’s design to drive 
a big wedge between Gen. von 
Boehm’s army and the forces of the 
German crown prince has been suc- 
cessfully accomplished. Also that the 
Germans have been placed in a posi- 
tion of the utmost difficulty both north 
and south of the new French salient.

FURIOUS FIGHTING NORTH OF 


THE ANCRE. 
ee 
Paris, Aug. 22.—The armies of Gen. 


Mangin and Humbert are closing in 
on Noyon, the bulwark of the German 
line, from two directions. 

At some places they are only a few 
hundred yards from the town and are 
heavily bombarding it with field guns. 
They also are raining shells on the 
German exits toward Ham, 12 miles 
to the north. 

Military writers declare Noyon is 
already untenable and predict an 
immediate withdrawal beyond the 
Somme. 


FIGHTING OVER 35 MILE FRONT 


Fighting is continuing along a front 
of practically 35 miles, extending on 
both sides of the Oise. 

Allied aviators bombing enemy 
areas beyond Noyon report considera- 
able disorder and apparent prepara- 
tions for big retirement. 

In the past 48 hours the French 
have taken more than 15,000 prisoners 
and a vast quantity of material, in- 
cluding thousands of machine guns 
and hundreds of cannon. , 

After taking Lassigny, the French 
passed beyond in the direction of 
Vauchelles (a mile and a half west 
of Noyon). They have reached La 
Marc and Mont La Bache and possess 
Mont Cherny, dominating the Oise. 


‘FRENCH CROSS AILETTE RIVER 


Paris, Aug. 22.—The French have 
crossed the Ailette river on a mile 
front between Camps and Guny, and 
are pushing toward Coucy-le-Chateau. 

(Coucy-le-Chateau is eleven miles 
directly north of Soissons and two 
miles east of Guny.) 

In the Coucy-le-Chateau region a 
German division prepared to counter- 
attack, but a lightning-like French 
attack forced them to retreat. They 
fled in panic, throwing the division 
immediately in the rear into confus- 
fon. 

Noyon is’ rapidly being enveloped. 
It is now outflanked from the east. 
French troops are ready to cross the 
Oise canal, which they have reached 
between Varesnes and Marlincourt (a 
mile and a half south-east of Noyon). 

The Divette river is entirely in the 
hands of the French. , 

Mangin’s men are near Manicamp 
(at the junction of the Oise and Ail- 
ette rivers, seven miles east of Noy- 
on). 


HOLDING EMBANKMENT 


With the British army in France, 
August 22.—The battle north of the 
Ancre river raged furiously through- 
out the night and this morning and 
the British troops, after overcoming 
the most desperate enemy resistance 
are holding virtually the Arras-Albert 
railroad embankment on the northern 
half of the battlefront and have es- 
tablished posts well to the east. 

To the southward, especially in the 
neighborhood of Achiet-le-Grand, 
there has been most fierce fighting. 
The tide of battle seems to have 
swung over this village several times. 
Yesterday there wags continuous fight- 
ing all day at this place and it seems 
to be still going on. 


BOTH ARE DETERMINED 


The Germans, by flinging in large 
numbers of troops, at last reports had 
come back to the western part of the 
village but this appears to have been 
done a number of times. The British 
are determined to get on here and the 
Germang are equally determined to 
prevent it if possible, despite terrible 
losses. 

There has been the same sort of 
desperate fighting in front of Mirau- 
mont, where the Germans for a time 
have managed to withstand assault 
after assault, but here also they have 
suffered great losses. 

Beauregard and Dovecote apparent- 
ly are now held by the British. South 
of here the British also hold a sec- 
tion of the railway. Every inch of the 
railway embankment in_ the north 
has been fought for, the Germans 
regarding this the most important 
position of the battlefront. 

The Germans were strongly en- 
trenched on a line running through 
Hamelincourt, just east of the rail- 
road embankment, and they had to 
be reckoned with, while the Germans 
holding out on the embankment. it- 
self from the dugouts and deep ground 
positions had to be bombed before 
they were silenced. i 


ROADS ARE CONGESTED. 


The Germans seem to be rushing 
troops into action on the Bapaume 
line. Last night Entente airmen said 
the road north from Peronne was 
filled with transports, while the road 
between Bapaume and Bihucourt was 
congested with troops travelling 
northwest. Nearly 2,000 prisoners 
were in the British cages last night 
and this number had been materially 
increased this morning. .

‘The ‘annual show of the Red Deer 
Horticultural Society was held in the 
Armouries on Thursday, and Secretary 
Wilton,, Mrs, Bawtinheimer, and the 
‘Directors *have reason to be greatly 
pleased with the showing of vegetables, 


J roots, flowers and plants which. the 


gardeners of Red Deer have produced. 
The spacious Armouriea lent itself most 
effectively to the display and the public 
had .plenty of room for inspection. 
The number of entries is slightly 
larger than last year—580 as against 


“| 500—but the quality in a number of 


classes has fallen off a little owfng to 
the dry season. The vegetables and 
roots were, on the whole, good, with 
some exceptional entries, the carrots 
being strong. The sweet peas, one of 
Red Deer’s favorite flowers, were rather 
less numerous: Mr. Miller was success- 
ful in cleaning up the firsts. Mr. Miller 
has well sustained his premier position 
as Red Deer’s most successful garden- 
er, winning out both ‘on grounds out- 
side and exhibits inside. His high 
scoring of 143 points out of 155 on his 
gardens and grounds was a deserved 
recognition of tasteful and assiduous 
effort. 

The absence of Mr. Reid and Mr. 
Cole from the competitions this year 
makes quite a difference, but let us 
hope they will have better luck next 
year. Mr. Reld is getting ready to 
“come back.” 

The bouquets of flowers were very 
beautiful: the standard runs to open, 
loose, arrangement, to show all the 
flowers. 

The Society was favored in having 
two of the best expert judges of the 
West—Mr. W. R. Reader, Parks Super- 
intendent at Calgary, and President of 
the Calgary Horticultural Society, who 
has judged at Red Deer for years; and 
a-new friend, Mr. B. Oxley, Horticul- 
tural Editor of the Calgary Canadian, 
who has gardened and judged in many 


climes. They think that Red Deer 


people, with half the effort, can get 
better results than at Calgary; Mr. 
Reador believes it a matter of altitude. 
Mr. Oxley wants the Red Deer oxhib-

RUSSIA IS BETTER 
ORGANISED THAN 
GENERALLY KNOWN 


INDUSTRY I8 STABILIZED AND 
FACTORIES ARE BEING 
REGULATED. 


Two divergent articles in the Ger- 
man press on the situation in Russia 
give a contrasting picture of econ- 
omic conditions there and seem to 
indicate that confusion prevails in 
Germany as well as in the allied 
nations regarding the actual state of 
affairs. 


The Berlin Tageblatt gives a rosy 
picture of Russian economic condi- 
tions, declaring the workers every- 
where are obeying orders of their 
superiors and regulating industry. 

There are now three typés of fac- 
tories in Russia, says the Tageblatt; 
those atill privately owned, whose 
surplus earnings are turned into the 


public treasury; those that have been 


turned over to the public, but -are 
operated by local councils of work- 
ingmen; those now public property, 
{n which operations have been cen- 
tralized for the whole nation. 


Shut Thirty Paper Mills 


To this third group belong paper 
mills, sugar mills and tobacco fac- 
tories, and it is proposed to place all 
factories under this head. Increase 
of production fs now being striven for 
and in many cases realized. Form- 
erly there were 43 paper mills in 
Russia, of which 13 produced 80 per 
cent of all the paper made. There- 
fore the other 80 factories have been 
closed and a new organization has 
been created to operate the 13 pro- 
ductive ones. 

The same form of organization is 
being extended to the iron industry. 
The union at Makejevka was pro- 
ducing only 1,044 tons of coal a day 
during the Kerensky revolution. Now, 
although the number of miners has 
decreased from 20,000 to 13,000, the 
union is raising 1,674 tons a day. The 
locomotive department of the Sor- 
movo factory, which made geven en- 
gines a month under tho Czar, made 
only four a month under the first 
revolution; it has increased to six 
under the™Soviet government. 

These figures, says the Tageblatt, 
shows that the Russians have suc- 
ceeded in remedying the deplorable 
industrial situation. 

Tho. Internationale Korrespondenz, 
organ of the “jingo” wing of the 
Social Democrats, prints an article 
written by a German who was in 
Moscow in June, which pictures con- 
ditions less rosily. 


NO LAW IN THE LAND 


He says there is no longer any 
central government or any law in 
Russia, and that the days of the Bol- 
sheviki are numbered. Transporta- 
tion conditions are indescribable. If 
& man wishes to ship a car of goods, 
he must first get a permit from the 
central government, then from the 
local government, and finally from 
the railway administration. If he 
does not bribe everyone, from the 
lowest to the highest, he gets no 
permit at all. If he does get it, there 
fs no certainty that the goods will be 
delivered. A resumption of com- 
merce to any extent, says this writer, 
is therefore impossible. 

Only ten per cent of the working 
men are now employed, and where 
the workers have taken over the 
management of factories, they have 
produced chaos, he says. Vast terri- 
tories remain uncultivated because 
the peasants lack seed, horses and 
tools to work the land. 

“Ail people, including the poorest 
of the population, have no other wish 
than to be free from the present 
reign of terror,” says the SAERSO RON:

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CANADIANS SAY RIFLE 
GOT SO HOT THEY: 
COULD NOT TOUCH BOLT 


HAD TO WORK IT WITH FOOT— 

FIRING WAS AT 200 YARDS AND 

EVERY SHOT WAS A BULL—DEAD 
HUNS LAY IN FRONT OF THE 
CANADIANS IN THOUSANDS 


With the Canadian Army in the 
Field, Aug. 19.—So far from being the 
exception, the story of the fight for 
Damery that follows is essentially 
typical of the work of the incompar- 
able Canadian infantry during the 
past ten days and here may be re 
marked that throughout those oper- 
ations the weather has been perfect 
‘with. good .visibility and not a drop 
of rain. 

The road leads into Damery from 
the west off the main Roye highway 
gently climbing into the village, 
where it {g silhouetted amidst {its 
woods against the eastern’ skyline. 
Five hunderd yards due south lies 
the ‘wood of Damery on an elevation. 
Superior to the village and to the 
southwest again is the commanding 
eminence of “Z’ Wood. During the 
fight of last Thursday both these were 
in the hands of the enemy complete- 
ly flanking the village, for it was not 
till the close of the afternoon that 
the French dashed in and stormed 
them. On the north the position was 
no better, his outposts holding the 
middle wood, about a mile, a little 
west and north of Damery. , 


“THB LUMBERMEN’S OWN.” 


In front of the village lay a famous 
unit long ago christened “the Lum- 
bermen’s own.” ‘At the kick-off last 
Thursday week it had fought its way 
through Hargard Wood. It had lain 
since Sunday night in the old trench- 
es in front of Damery, bombed and 
gas-shelled each night. On Thurs- 
day it was decided that the village 
should be attacked. Practically no 
opposition was offered, the village 
being gained with only five casualties. 


WAVES OF ENEMY ADVANCED 


The enemy's plan was grasped on 
the assumption that we would hold 
the village and that the enemy would 
then have us in a trap with a con- 
centration of gun-fire and converging 
infantry assault. The colonel who 
had led the attack from the start, im- 
mediately decided to take up a line in 
front of the village. The movement 
was carried out barely in time, for. 
there broke an intense cannonading 
with heavy and light guns from the 
northeast and west, all concentrated 
on the doomed village. But not a 
shell touched our men, lying just 
behind a slight rise in the ground. 
Then, after the preparation was con- 
sidered complete, dense waves of grey 
clad troops converging on the village 
both from Fresnoy and Goyencourt 
prepared to reap an easy victory. 
They came in full marching equip- 
ment with their blankets, evidently 
expecting to break through. 


FOE SURRENDERED. 


Not less than four enemy battalions 
came into line against our force. They 
came confidently on to one of the 
most desperate slaughters of the war, 
for our magnificent artillery, assisted 
by French batteries on our right, laid 
down an intense barrage in the centre 
of their massed advance and right 
across its entire length. The front 
waves were caught between the road 
and the village and had either to 
fight their way through or surrender. 
They fought with desperate courage 
Our centra fell back a little to the 
border of the village, where the enemy 
artillery could no longer play, while 
both our flanks poured a murderous 
machine gun and rifle fire into the 
penned enemy mass. He was doomed. 
It was the tactics of Hannibal over 
again with the centre thrown back 
not on the river, but on the village 
and our closing flanks, not elephants 
and slingers, but riflemen and mach- 
ine gunners. Some two hundred and 
fifty surrendered, the rest died. 

One officer conservatively estim- 
ates the dead at one thousand, others 
as high as 1700. These’ estimates 
are fully borne out by the rampart of 
high masses of enemy dead, still un- 
buried on Saturday, for then our line 
was only advanced 500 yards beyond 
and toward the stronghold of Fres- 
noy, at that time being subjected to 
an intense bombardment. 

A private who holds the military 
medal and bar, related his _ experi- 
ences: 

“The best fun I ever saw,” he said. 
“I have had many a moose fight and 
have tussled with the grizzly in the 
Rockies, but this beats them all. I 
used up two of our rifles and one 
Boche, fired off all my ammunition, 
two bandoliers more, and then had to 
borrow from the men who came up to 
our support. My rifie got so hot I 
had to work the bolt with my foot.” 

“The longest range was two hun- 
dred yards, most of it 75 to 100 yards 
and every shot a bull. One of our 
Lewis guns fired off 34 pans. I had 
never seen 80 many dead in my life. 
It was like spraying a potato patch. 
As to our officers, they were the finest 
tion in the world and the colonel is a 
great general, too, or our number 
would have been up. 

“Going in I got behind a sniper who 
had just hit one of our officers,” said 
this private. “I got him with my 
bayonet. One of our men only was 
taken prisoner. Two chums were 
wounded. They were at a listening 
post, 400 yards in advance of our line, 
as the Boche came on. One could 
not move. His mate stayed to the 
last moment and then as he crawled 
back to the line he saw them take 
him.”
